H-Bomb Statement 
May Be Made 


WASHINGTON, June lo—The 
nation’s leading atomic authori­ 
ties hold an elaborate news con­ 
ference in the Pentagon today to 
discuss new super-weapons that 
may revolutionize air, ground 
and sea warfare. 
The session, billed as a pub­ 
lic report on the atomic tests 
at Eniwetok last month, will 
take up the hydrogen bomb 
and atomic warheads for artil­ 
lery shells, guided 
missiles 
and torpedoes. 
The meeting was given added 
significance by Chairman Mc­ 
Mahon, (D) Conn., of the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Commit­ 
tee. who said the tests exceeded 
all official expectations. 
At the news conference, four 
written statements will be dis­ 
tributed. One of them will be by 
Gordon Dean, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
Dean and a battery of other 
atomic and defense experts then 
will be available for lengthy 
questioning.

* * 
THE LONGEST of the written 
statements will be a report by 
Airforce Lt. Gen. Elwood 
R. 
Quesada, who commanded the 
Eniwetok tests. 
Written reports also will be 
made by Dr. Alvin C. Graves, 
who was Quesada’s scientific 
consultant at Eniwetok, and by 
Brig. Gen. James Cooney, who 
was medical officer in charge 
during the tests. 
Tile key general facts around 
which the reports will center are 
these: 
I. The tests showed definite 
progress toward development of 
the hydrogen bomb and atomic 
artillery 
and 
guided missiles, 
wuth the results in many cases 
exceeding expectations. 
2. Although the U. S. has set 
off 
more 
atomic 
explosions 
this year than in all Ole pre­ 
vious years since the discovery 
of atomic energy, the progress 
in weapons is now so rapid that 
tests will probably be more 
frequent in the future. 
3. The government experts are 
unanimous in believing that Rus­ 
sia has an atomic bomb, but that 
Russia is not equipped to match 
the U. S. in quantity and variety 
of atomic weapons. 
As a preliminary to the con­ 
ference. the authorities announc­ 
ed that they cannot release the 
exact number of explosions at 
Eniwetok even though they be­ 
lieve this figure is known in Rus­ 
sia. 
At least four explosions were 
set off at 
Eniwetok, 
and the 
number may have been greater. 
With the five at Las Vegas, Nev., 
in February, the total for this 
year is at least nine, compared 
with eight for all the previous 
years.

GENERATION OF GROPERS 
JUDGE Learned Hand of the United 


States court of appeals, now 79 years of 
age and retiring, is rated as the most lo­ 
quacious English-speaking jurist. An im­ 
posing figure on the bench, he has an un­ 
usual power of expression which makes 
his opinions clear, concise and plausible. 
Some of his opinions and speeches will live 
in literature, particularly a abort utter­ 
ance written for “I-Am-An-American” day. 


With all 
these mental attributes one 
would think that the Judge might have posi­ 
tive convictions about everything. Surely 
such a man must grapple with the prob­ 
lem s around him and come up with con­ 
vincing answers. 
Nope. The judge admits to being as con­ 
fused in this dizzying age as anybody else. 
“I used to hope,” says he, “that if I lived 
as long as this, I might be able to garner 
a harvest of wisdom but. . . .I can not see 
much further into the tangle of life than I 
could 50 years ago. This has disappointed 
me less than I should have thought, indeed 
. . .there is solace in a companionship 
where all are groping 
their way about 
equally in the sam e fog.” 
Certainly it would be sad if one felt he 
was the only one who couldn’t come up 
with the answers in these tim es. It would 
put him in a class with the village idiot. 
But since every one else is groping, and 
only the mentally obtuse are sure that they 
know' all about it, one can indeed feel that 
he has company in his confusion. 


NEW WAGE FORMULA 
STABILIZER Erie Johnston’s proposal 
for a new wage formula, pegging pay ceil­ 
ings to living costs, ifnd permitting further 
increases for various reasons, has been 
made in the face of threatened strikes in 
several major industries and in the hope 
it w'ould guarantee industrial peace while 
the preparedness program is rolling into 
high gear. 


Under the proposal wages would be in­ 
creased approximately 12 1-2 percent, an 
increase described as barely covering the 
increased cost of living. Other increases 
would be permitted later by the 
labor 
board, in cases of “ hardship and inequity/* 
All this may be necessary, but nothing in 
Johnston’s proposed plan is designed to 
ward off the threat of inflation, which al­ 
ways thrives when wages and prices vie 
for supremacy. 


Representative Clifford Davis of Tennes­ 
see, like his colleague, Frederic R. Coudert 
Jr. of New York, introduced a m easure in 
Congress which raises this question: 
If a corporation can set aside a reserve 
to take care of obsolescence in machinery, 
why may not a citizen protect h i m s e l f 
against his own obsolescence? 
This particular problem affects most of 
the professional elements in the popula­ 
tion. Of these, Davis said: 
! 
“Doctors, 
lawyers, 
engineers, 
archi­ 
tects, and most other professional men 
must spend m a n y years in acquiring their 
education. They then face m a n y more 
years in acquiring the experience, t h e 
training, and the clients, that will permit 
them to earn an adequate income. If they 
I are competent, and fortunate, they may 
begin to earn a good income by the time 
they are 45 or 50. As prudent men, how­ 
ever. they must realize that in another 15 
or 20 years their income wall begin going 
down again and that it behooves them to 
set aside something for their old age. But 
they are not able to do so because of high 
taxes. These men are at a definite disad­ 
vantage as c o m p a r e d with taxpayers 
whose total income during their lifetime 
has been the sam e but spread more uni­ 
formly over the years. For the latter will 
pay a sm aller total amount of income taxes 
and will, in addition, be able to start sav­ 
ing for their old age at an earlier date.” 
This is a corret appraisal of the situa­ 
tion. A doctor puts in between eight and ll 
years before he amounts to anything. This 
time is consumed in college courses and in­ 
ternships. Engineers, architects and even 
journalists have to spend many years pre­ 
paring for their vocations. It is not so hard 
on lawyers, but nowadays, the best law­ 
yers are not those w'ho hang out their shin­ 
gles upon leaving college, but rather those 
w’ho pursue long clerkships at very small 
remuneration. Many of them go into gov­ 
ernment bureaus for their training and ap­ 
prenticeship, working for small pay. 
When the professional man hits the high­ 
er brackets, his taxes consume so large a 
share of his income that he cannot hope to 
set aside much for the day when his re­ 
flexes are no longer what they should be. 
Nor can he always or even often set him­ 
self up as a business to protect his obso­ 
lescence. A doctor, for instance, cannot be 
a business. In his later years, he can find 
him self in financial difficulties, although 
his experience is invaluable. 
Teachers and professors cover them­ 
selves by varieties of pension funds. The 
physician, surgeon, novelist, architect, m u­ 
sician and such are not so situated. Gen­ 
erally they cannot benefit from pension 
funds. They have to go on working until 
they drop. One of the highest mortality 
groups in the United States is the medical 
profession for while doctors can advise oth­ 
ers to take it easy, they cannot take their 
own advice. 
This is an extrem ely serious situation, 
for whereas in many occupations neces­ 
sary training is slight and experience lim­ 
ited, in the professions training is of long 
duration and the value of experience comes 
with gray hairs. A boy can learn to run a 
tractor on a farm; no boy con be a brain 
surgeon or can diagnose a cancer.

The seriousness of this situa­ 
tion is not as much individual 
as it is national. If it becomes 
economically 
too 
unattractive 
for a professional career, fewer 
of our young people will go into 
such vocations. Already, there 
is danger that we shall run short 
of scientists of various kinds be­ 
cause of the mistaken notion 
that all men being equal, a mor­ 
on should have the same oppor­ 
tunities for education, which he 
cannot absorb, as a bright boy. 
This can work out, under con­ 
scription, that the sm art boys 
'will be unavailable to prepare 
themselves for infinitely useful 
service. We can be defeated by 
a lack of scientists more effect­ 
ively than by a lack of infantry, 
men. We might even fail in 
chemical and biological defense 
because we do not train suffi­ 
cient chemists and biologists. 
The shortage of physicians and 
surgeons is already a serious na­ 
tional problem. 
This is a very important m at­ 
ter that requires com p e t e n t 
study. The politicians r a r e l y 
worry about the next generation 
which has no votes now. But the 
next generation comes up fast 
and is upon us before we i* ai­ 
rn* it.
